fruit bas so much of the muscadine scent, that 
you can judge of their proximity when ty 
one hundred feet of them. The skin is thick, 
and the pulp is hard. It would be rare indeed if 
one of this character should be valuable, either 
for the table or for wine. | should know some- 
thing of this grape, for in my youth | saw none 
other, except the small winter grape, and then 
thought them delicious. The Catawba may be 
an improved seedling from it, as in all the Ca- 
tawba seedlings I have seen, there is a disposi 
tion to go back to the Fox family. Among these 
sent me, were several of this family, and | fear 
they will prove ef no value. 

Cottings must be the wood of last year’s 
growth. And persons having or knowing of 
new hardy grapes in the vicinity, will do me« 
favor by sending me the cuttings, and the origin 
of the vine, and description of ite fruit and que- 
lity, the size of the bunch, and of the berry, and 

bearing character of the vine, and the time 
ripens the fruit. The favor to me may be of 
little moment, compared with the benefit they 
may render the country. Many portions of the 
United States are destined to rival the best wine 
countries of Europe, and they may be the means 
of bringing te notice a native grape, that may 
be worth millions of dollars to the nation. In 
all cases, I shall request the person sending the 
grape to name it, if too modest te let me give 
it his name. Cuttings may be now sent, or any 
time before the vine begins to grow. | will 
send samples of the wine to persons sending cut 
tings, when of good quality. 

A grape may not be fine for the table, but the 
juice may be pleasant when separated from the 
skin end pulp, ani make a good wine.

Sor Housekeepers. 


Areca Tarmos.—Take a quart bowl, and helf 
fill it with tapiors; then fill it very nearly to the 
top with cold water, allowing a little space for 
the tapioca to swell im soaking. Cover it, and 
jet it stand all night. In the morning, pare and 
core six or eight fine pippin or bell flower ap 
ples. Put them inte « preserving kettle; filling 
up the boles from whence the cores were ox- 
tracted with powdered sugar, and the grated yel- 
low rind of one large lemon, or two small ones ; 
and also the juice. Stew among the apples ad- 
ditional suger, so as to make them agreesbly 
sweet. Add about half enough of water to cover 
them. This will be sufficient to keep them from 
burning. Stew them gently till about half done ; 
turning them carefully several times. Then put 
in the tapioca, and jet it simmer with them till 
perfectly clear, and the apples are tender and 
well done throughout; but net long enough for 
them te break and fall to pieces. The tapioca 
will form a fine clear jelly all round the apples. 

This is « nice dessert for children. And also, 
cooling and nourishing for invalids. 

Quinces may be done in the same manner. 
They require more cooking than apples. For 
quinces, it is best to use, as flavoring, the 
grated yellow rind, and the juice of very ripe 
oranges. 

Tenas Fians.—Take « piece of rennet about 
four inches square, and wash it in two or three 
cold waters to get off all the salt. Then wipe it 
dry, put it into a cup, and pour on sufficient luke- 
warm water to cover it well. Let it stead four 
or hours, or all night. Then stir the rennet- 
water into three pints of rich unskimmed milk, 
flavored with rose or peach-water. Cover the 
pan of milk, and set it on the hearth near the 
fire, till it forms a very frm curd. Then take it 
out, (draining the whey,) put it into a clean 
sieve, (under which set a pan to receive the drop- 
pings,) aad with the back of a broad fiat wooden 
ladle, press all the remaining whey out of the 
curd. 
bowl to mould it; and set it on ice till tea-time. 
Then transfer it to « dvep glass bow! or dish, 
and pour al! round it same cream sweetened well 
with sugar, and favored with rose or peach like 
the curd. On the curd lay circles of email sweet- 
meats, such as preserve! straw berries, raspber- 
ries, or gooseberries. You may add to the cream 
that is te surround it, white wine and meg. —
